DAYS OP BISMARCK 


Bismarck was located May 14,!l872. 


There was not a foot of land surveyed 
then m Dakota along the line of the 
North Pacific railroad. The lands where 
Fargo and Jamestown are situated were 
nnceded lands, claimed Jt>y various bands 
of Sioux Indians. 
Those who staked 


the townsite on that bright May ntorn- 
mg, were compelled to sleep with arms 
by their side. They were in the hea^rt of 
aji Indian country. Bismarck was known 
as Edwmton then, named in honor of 
one of the directors of the road. CoL 
George W. Sweet made the location as 
attorney for the Puget Sound Land] and 
Townsite" company. John J. Jacknian, 
who had been with the surveying party 
of the North Pacific railroad, had learned 
of the point selected for crossing the 
Missouri liver, and resigned his position 
and organized a party to pre-empt the land 
at this point, and thus got ahead of the 


party consisted 
company's agents. His 
of himself, Major Wm. Woods, now 
with Alex McKenzie, Col. J. H. Rich- 
ards, for eight years register of deeds, E.

and the next spring almost every ranch- 
man in the county left his farm and went 
for gold. Then followed a few years of 
freighting. One thousand teams were 
employed in 1876 and 1877 hauling goods 
and machinery between Bismarck and the 
Hills. Absolutely no attention was paid 
to farming Jjt Burleigh county in those 
days and not a bushel of grain was raised 
in the county until George Stark, vice- 
president of the North Pacific railroad, 
induced McLean & Macnider to open his 
farm, 
guaranteeing

The 
first 
grain 
grown 
in 


this county was in 1879 on this farm. 
The yield was startling and their, success 
Jed to the opening of the Hayes farm, 
and gave encouragement to, the dozen or 
two who had taken ranches, principally 
because of the meadow lands adjacent 
In 1880 the first wheat was grown. In 
1881 the crop was light, but immense in 
1882. Croakers were then silenced and 
Burleigh became the banner county of 
Dakota, having captured the one hun 
dred dollar silk banner awarded at the 
great fair at Minneapolis' for the best 
display of agricultural products. 


They said the country was barren be- 


cause no crops were produced. They said 
wheat even would not grow, because none 
had been grown, but the country has 
proven to he superior for wheat, oats and 
corn to tht Ked river country, even, and 
the settlement this year is simply unpre- 
cedented. And now Bismarck steps to 
the front not only as the commercial but 
as the political center of Dakota, and is 
just entering upon a career of prosper- 
ity that will astonish the world. 


The present/ name 
was selected 


in 1873 in honor of the 
Prussian 


minister who acknowledged the courtesy 
in an/autograph letter now in the posses- 
sion of Sam Wilkinson, secretary of the 
North Pacific company. The object was 
to attract the attention of German capi- 
talists, and an immense map was pre- 
pared and sent to Vienna on which Bis- 


ke>p from distress it borrowed S25Gt 
from Jack Champlin, who did not keep 
the most chaste kind of an establish- 
ment, giving a mortgage on property 
worth fifteen hundred-dollars, paying 10 
per cent, per month interest It borrowed 
for months at five per cent per month, 
and for years at two and three per cent, 
per month, and its publishers sacrificed 
one piece of real estate after another 
that to-day would bring^one hundred 
thousand dollars, for the sake of keeping

The following are the resolutions passed by' 


the capital commission locating the capital at 
Bismarck: 


Whereas, At a regular meeting of the com- 


miss.oners, appointed by that certain act of the 
legislature of the territory of Dakota, approved 
March 8 18S3, entitled' "An act to provide for 
the location of the Seat of Government of the 
ferritor> of Dakota, and for the erection of 
Public Buildings thereat," held at Fargo, in the 
county of Cass, in the said territory, on June 2, 
1883, 
it is hereby declared and determined by 


the commissioners aforesaid that 


Whereas, A suitable site for the capital L uild- 


ings of the said territory, situated in the city of 
Bismarck, in the county of Burleigb, in the said 
territory, the same being that parcel of land de- 
Bcpified as the northeast quarter of section thirty- 
-three, town one hundred a>d thirty-nine north, 


of range eighty, west, together with that certain 
other parcel of ground situated in the said county 


•> described as the north half of the north half of 


section nine, in town one hundred and thirty- 
oijjhc north, of range eighty west; and in addi- 
tion thereto the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars in money having been duly granted to 
the said territory, in accordance with the pro- 
vtsions of the said act of legislature, to be used 
for the purposes in the said act specified. 


Now, 
therefore, under and by authority of 


the said act of legislature, the said parcel of 
land hereinbefore described, is therefore se- 
lected as a suitable site for, and as the seat of 
government of the said territory; and the same 
is hereby declared to be the site of the seat of 
government of the said territory. 


Resolved, That the tract of land this day 


selected as the site of the capitol buildings of 
this territory ba surveyed and laid out, as pro 
sensed by the act of the legislature of this ter- 
ritory, approved March 8, 1883, entitled ''An 
act to provide for the location of the seat of 
government of the territory of Dakota and for 
the erection of the public buildings thereat" 
that, of the said tract.not to exceed twenty acres 
shall be set apart as the capitol grounds, and the 
remainder bhall be divided into lots and blocks 


Resolved, further, That the committed on 


grounds be authorized and directed to secure 
the services of a competent surveyor, and of 
such assistants as may be necessary to do the 
work ef laying out the said tract of <* ground- 
and the compensation of finch surveyor and 
assistants shall be paid out of the funds under 
the control of the commission. 


.Resolved further, That the plat of such sur- 


vey shall be prepared and laid before- this com- 
mission with all convenient speed. 


Resolved further, That the chairman of this 


commission be authorized and directed to take 
snch steps as may be requisite to complete the 
donations guaranteed to the territory on behalf 
of the place selected as the seat of government. 


Resolved further, That A. Hnghea, B. F 


Spalding, Alex. McKenzie, J. P. Belding and Iff 
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D-Thompsoibe and are hereby appointed 
building conmittee,and they are hereby author- 
ized and insl meted to cause to be issued a notice 
to architects, asking for plans and specifica- 
tions for a capital building, and in behalf ol 
the commission take snch action as may be 
necesnary to secure plans for said building as 
provided by [the act heretofore referred to. 


Resolved farther, That George A. Matthews, 
H. H. DeLocg, O. H. Myers, W. T. Scott and 
Alex. Hughes be and they are hereby appointed 
a committee to supervise the platting and lay- 
ing out of the land above mentioned, as pro- 
vided by the act of the legislature heretofore 
referred to.

a map every sixty days. Parties contemplating 
platting additions to Bismarck should send in 
their plats at as early a date as possible and can 
address the publishers, H. B. Stranahan & Co., 
Moprhead, Minn., that being the headquarters ol 
their firm for all business in the northwest, Mr. 
Stranahan leaves to-morrow morning for Boze- 
man, 
Heleca and other points in Montana. 


AMONG those telegraphing congratula- 


tions to Bismarck on the capital matter 
should be noted Rev. J. M. Anderson, of 
Brooklyn, New York. "A wise and just 
decision" says Mr. Anderson, and so it 
will prove to be. Mr. Anderson came to 
Bismarck two years ago and after remain- 
ing in the city two or three weeks, in- 
vested, paying unheard of prices for 
property now "Worth more than four times 
what he paid for it. It was said he was 
swindled and an immense amount of sym- 
pathy was wasted upon him, but he had 
faith hi his discretion—faith in Bis- 
marck's surroundings—and in its people, 
an<} made prophecies as to the future that 
are now in a fair way to be realized. He 
did aaaore. Joining with the Bismarck Na- 
tional Bank, the J. M. Anderson Block 
was erected and it stands a monument to 
his faith, and will scarcely be surpassed 
by £ny buildings that will be erected, 
even under the present excitement. 


IMMEDIATE steps should be taken look- 


ing to the erection of cozy dwelling 
houses that can be rente*d at from fifteen 
to twenty dollars per month. To accom- 
modate the mechanics alone who will 


xj}i to the city for work on the capitol, 


the penitentiary, the high school build- 
ing, and other^buildings now under con- 
tract j one hundred small tenement houses 
will be required. There is scarbely a 
vacant house in the city, or a vacant 
room and this is but a beginning of the 
boom. Money invested in this direction 
will pay twenty-five to thirty per cent 
interest, and in some instances more,"^ 
it is sincerely to ,be hoped that those 
who have means to invest will meet the 
needs of the city in this direction. 


THE Jamestown Capital, conducted by 


a person usually fair, and honorable, as- 
tonished its friends by assuming in ad- 
vance that if Bismarck got the capital 
it would be the result of bribery of the 
most stupendous sort. This is very un- 
fair and no doubt grows out of the great 
disappointment felt at Jamestownjbecause 
they did not bid. They had . the same 
opportunity as Bismarck. They believe 
they have everything at Jamestown su- 
perior to Bismarck,' and it would seem 
that it would be good policy on the part 
of the denizens of that ambitious and 
usually enterprising village in view of 
theirineglect hi this instance to consider 
well Jjefore making a charge of this sort.

A Jteview. 


The location of the territorial teat of govern- 


ment at Bismarck has attracted the eyes of the 
nation toward us. Since the announcement of 
the decision of the commission our fair city baa 
sprung into prominence and is today attracting 
more attention and is being more discussed than 
any city in America. Strangers from abroad, 
are pouirng iu upon us, capital is seeking invest 
atent, aad the little city that has ever been im- 
bued with more than usual life and activity is 
literally surging and boilng over with business 
The amount of real estate changing hands is 
almost incredulous, and yet strangers tell us 
and our own observation teaches us that the 
boom has bnt just begun. 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press of Sunday pub- 


lishes a map showing the territorial position of 
the new capital and in a carefully written arti 
ele gives the leading points of her early am 
later history, geographical location, business 
statistics, railway facilities and prospects, from 
which we quote liberally. Although the paper 
referred to made a determined fight against the 
location of the capital in North Dakota, now 
that the decision haa been made in buries the 
hatchet and is lending its voice and influence to 
promote the prosperity of Dakota's new capi 
tal. Of North Dakota towns, Bismarck was the 
choice of the Pioneer Press, and since it hss 
been decreed that the seat of government cannol 
go south of the 46th parallel ihe popular 
journal bows gracefully to the 'inevitable 
and shouts its gratification along with the 
masses. The Pioneer Press says of Bismark's 


EABLHSB AND LATER hlSTOBY.J 


" Less than ten years ago it might have 


proved decidedly unsafe for any of tho capital 
commission to have visited the spot where to- 
day they are received with open arms. In 187. 
the Sioux, though as a rule they preferred the 
western side of the river, made frequent incur- 
sions to the vicinity of Long lake, twenty miles 
southeast from Bismarck, where antelope were 
plenty; and that tne reds wereoftej hostile, any 
of the old time North Pacific route surveyors 
will bear testimony; for in those dasrs a Win- 
chester rifle was as much needed as a portion ol 
the engineering outfit as a transit. The fiist 
projected route of the North Pacific did not 
reach the Missouri at the present location but 
was fu|Jy twelve miles below,-and on the 
opposite or western s;de of the river may still be 
seen intrenchments thrown np as a defense 
against the Sioux in 1872 by Capt. Charles 
Greene of theSeventeenth infantry,whohad com- 
mand of the guard over the railway engineers. 
The original settlers on the site of the present 
city appear to have been the now noted J. Jack- 
man (whose claim for a quarter section in the 
city, limits was decided iu his favor May 8, 
18fe3), E. Hackett and J. W. Plnmmer; and when 
they squatted, in 187J, tha lands were not sur- 
veyed, nor was the survey made by the govern- 
ment until the following year—1873—when the 
same parties filed declaratory statements. At 
that time Fort Abraham Lincoln—noted as the 
headquarters of Gen. Ouster, ahd distant three 
miles as the crov? ties, on a high] bluff across the 
Missouri—was about the only civilized rendez- 
vous for mi.cs around. When the North Pacific 
definitely decided the locate of approach to the 
Missouri, late in 1873, many will remember what 
a rush was made across country from Moorhead, 
then the nearest town of any importance, and 
distant 196 miles by rail. Few of those 
who 
gobbled 
claims now 
own 
them— 


some died with their boots on, it is said, and 
some, weary of what they considered too long a 
wait for wealth, have gone wept to try Montana. 


FIRST CAUUSD EDWISTOir. 


The first plat the railway filed of the town 


was marked Edwinton, but this name was 
almost immediately dropped and Bismarck sub- 
stituted. 
The appellation soon became the 


synonym of "a hard town." The growth of a 
year, from the advent of the railroad in 1874, 
was of thehnushroom sort, sofaras-ephemerality 
was concerned. 
Canvas and rude boards 


formed the majority of the walls; and sounds 
of revelry, by day as well as night, gave an 
unsophisticated visitor horrors of homesick- 
ness before he hod been in the place an hour. 
Murders were so frequent as to cause little com- 
ment; gambling was the principal eccnpation of 
a large moiety of the citizens; dance halls and 
saloons crowded each other on the principal 
streets and thoroughfares; exchanges of pistol 
shots were by no means rare. It waa. in short, 
an emblematic frontier town—not as bad as 
Julesbnrg or Cheyenne in 1867-8, but bad 
enough, in all conscience.

speeciy changes. By 1876 the better class of 
citizens, men who had business interests at 
stake^ and, even taking the lowest view, could 
not afford to permit lawlessness, gained the 
upper hand, and Aleck McKenzie, for years 
United States marshal and sheriff, soon became 
known as an official with whomjto trifle was 
dangerous.

BEITEB TIMES COME. 


The season from 1876 to 1879 was not special- 


ly advantageous to Bismarck. There was plenty 
of real estate for sale, but few buyers. In fact, 
a Eemi-deadness seemed to prevail everywhere, 
except at the Sheridan House, which was built 
by E. H. Bly, at a cost of above §50,000, 
opened in the fall of 1877, and regarded as a 
ma. vel for the frontier west, being three stories 
high, heated by stea ., ete. At the hotel there 
was a constant influx of strangers, especially 
dunng the jnonths of navigation on the Mia 
sonri, and its corridors served as a sort of 
municipal exchange, where the principal part of 
the male population daily (congregated. 
In 


1879, 
however, matters took a decided turn for 


the bejtter, and since that time Bismarck has 
been enjoying a fcubstantiai), if not unpre- 
cedented growth. Beal estate which found no 
applicants for ownership, soon became saleable. 
The fact, suspected fome time beforo, that the 
soil of the valley of the Missouri is specially 
adipteJ to the cultivation of small grains, was 
incontestab!y proven by actual crops. -Settlers 
to the north and east of the town became plenty, 
and cultivated areas BO longer a novelty. In 
1878, ex-president Hayes bought a farm five 
miles north of the city, which he still owns, and 
haa under cultivation. 
The decision of the 


North Pacific to push construction westward 
speedily waa regarded as detrimental by many 
residents, but events did not prove it so. Man- 
dan, on the west side of the river, was long 
regarded as a rival to be dreaded -is yet, in fact 
—but the substantial growth of Bismarck kept 
pace with the quicker increment of the .nearer 
towns. As residents made money, they com- 
menced to put np handsomer business blocks 
and residences, and the town rapidly lost the 
caw look which characterized its earlier days, 
[t was always an important stiunboat depot— 
the navigation of the Missouri for its 1,200 
miles north of Bismarck Amounts to many 
times more than the trade of the 700 miles- 
sonth ef Sioux City, 
Military operations and 


the supply of a portion of the large amounts of 


heavier stores needed by the government, was 
always a factor in the town's favor. By 189 
the most down-hearted residents took heart o 
praoe, and the sanguine placed no1 limit on their 
expressed anticipations. The steady influx o 
immigrants began to show good results of agri 
cultural accomplishment, and a joyous serenity 
took the place of a noticeable despondency 
For the last few months real estate sales—re- 
garded as a sort fit commercial barometer—have 
not been very active, bnt the decision of the 
commission, which has been shrewdly antici 
pated by many, haa bad the effect, within th 
last few days, of crowding the offices, anc 
inquirers are now far more plenty than desira- 
ble lots. 


THE RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


The only railroad at present entering Bis- 


marck is the North Pacific, bnt it will not b* 
many months before all the northwestern trunk 
lines will extend their roads to the new territo- 
rial capital. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul's track now stops a; Ellendale, and ,the 
Northwestern at Aberdeen. Neither place is 
very distant from Bismai ck, and both compa- 
nies will in all proba nlity soon commence 
work upon their respective extensions. The 
Milwaukee & St. Paul has already expressed its 
intention of doing so, and the Northwestern 
has all along been decided upon entering the 
capital if it waa located anywhere near either 
its main or branch lines. The Manitoba has ai 
present no road running in the direction of Bis- 
marck, but should the in iportance of the cit] 
demand it, may be trust* d to get there. Thi 
Manitoba crosses the North Pacific at Wahpetoi 
and Fargo. The forty-three miles of road which 
the Manitoba graded ont from Wahpeton was 
transferred to the North Pacific in the recerr 
large trade made between these roads. The 
North Pacific has ironed! ibis strip, and intent 
continuing it either to Lisbon pr to Lamoure 
At either place it will rea:h the Fargo. & South- 
western branch, which, as stated, will be con 
tinned on into the capita . "With the cample- 
tion of these extensions and new roads, Bismarck 
will be given rail communication with the whole 
country, and- lay claim to being the railway as 
well as the commercial center of the territory. 


STATISTICS OF 


As previously stated, Bismark's early trade 


was largely with ranchme i, the forts in.Dakota 
and Montana and thron ;h steamer lines. In 
1877 the Northwestern Transportation company 
opened the Black Hills country from Bis- 
marck direct to Dead wood, and ran daily stages 
for passengers and tri-weskly wagon trains for 
freight. la 1879 the company removed its 
stables and stock to Pierre, and the Deadwood 
road from Bismarck was practically abandoned 
Until the completion of the North Pacific rail- 
way to Glendive, Bismarck was the shipping 
point on the river for all the supplies destjne< 
to the great Northwest territory, and it still holds 
its supremacy, in a steamboat way, among the 
ripariaiAowns Eorth of Kansas City. In 1882'a 
total of 27,481,141 pounds of government anc 
private freight were skipped uorth from Bis 
marck, and 14396,788 from Sioux City to 
Bismarck. The down stream freight during the 
year amounted to 3,700,000 pounds, and inelud- 
ed wool, buffalo robes, hiies, and bullion. The 
receipts of freight by rail during the year 188L 
were 63,C92,302 pounds, a id in the same perioc 
17.511 passengers lauded in the town. In 18ft 
Burleigh county, of wiich Bismarck is the 
county seat, took the prizj at j the Minneapolis 
exposition as the banner wheat-growing count) 
of the nvrthwest, tha quality of the No. I hare 
being especially and favorably commented 
upon.

BISMARCK. AWD FAUGO. 


A correspondent of the Fargo Argue, 


while he does not present all the advan- 
tages of Bismarck, makes so many good 
points and shows himself such a true 
Dakotaian that the*article may be of in- 
terest to the people of the Missouri slope, 
ft is as follows: "There seems to be no 
little discussion of the 'capital' question. 
Some, either from jealousy or ignorance, 
would have us believe that Bismarck, in 
capturing the prize, will find that she has 
a big white elephant on her hands; in 
other words that the benefits to accrue 
will not be equal to the price paid. 
Others again say it will kill Fargo and 
other aspiring cities of the') Red river 
valley. It would seem, however, that 
neither of these opinions are correct. I 
lave no intetest in Bismarck property, 
rat have some property in Cass county, 
and I am therefore particularly inter- 
ested in Fargo's welfare. 
But why 


should one interested in Fargo be so 
>linded on that account regarding the 
>enefits Bismarck will reap from getting 
;he capital? For one, I can say dispas- 
sionately I believe that Bismarck had 
done well to rake in the capital prize 
should it have cost many times as much 
as it did. And this is not because the 
capital itself contributes very much to 
the growth of a city; because I admit 
h«tt if there is nothing else to make a 
city but the) capital location, it is not 
worth half the ptice paid for it. But as 
a means to certain other ends the capital 
)rize will prove of incalculable value to 
iismarck. 
For instance, Bismarck stands in a 
iroper geographical position to become a 
arge jobbing city. She could not be- 
ome such a city with but one railroad, 
lore she Vas destined to have in time. 
But the jsapital being located there she 
will get new railroads from one to three 
years sooner than otherwise, and so^will 
she step to the front as a jobbing city 
from one to three years sooner than oth- 
erwise'she could have done.' And what is 
more it may determine a doubtful ques- 
tioit, which town, Bismarck or Mandan, is 
to tte the jobbing center of the upper Mis- 
souri valley? Now that question is at 
least so far settled as to put it beyond 
doubt that Bismarck will at least hold 
her own in any race with Mandan. And 
so as a means to this end, viz: to hasten 
the time for embarking successfully in 
the "jobbing" business, Bismarck has 
done well to get the capital of 'Dakota 
located there. 


And now how is this to be detrimental 


to Faigo? Can any sane man tell? Has 
any Fargo man ever been insane enough 
to suppose that Fargo would or ever 
could command the jobbing trade that na- 
turally belongs to Bjslnarckor Mandan? 
And vice versa can Bismarck reach back 
BO far eastward as to deprive Fargo of 
the jobbing trade that naturally belongs 
there? No, about midway between Fargo 
and Bismarck will be the dividing line 
between the Fargo and Bismarck jobbing 
trade. There wilUbe some over-lapping, 
perhaps, by each, some competition, even 
rivalry that will be helpful to the retail- 
ers. But for the most part Fargo will be 
the' commercial metropolis of the Bed 
river valley, and Bismarck a similar me- 
tropolis for the upper Missouri valley. 
And apropos to this I would ask, what 
true North Dakotan is there, be he a 
Fargoiteor Bismarcker, who does not 
wish to see Bismarck become the dis- 
tributing point for a very large territory 
—a territory reaching far beyond the 
western boundary of Dakota? As a 
Dakotan I should be glad if no jobbing 
city intervenes hetween Bismarck and 
Helena. 
This would mean a large job- 


bing field in Montana for Bismarck; it 
may mean also a larger city^Sfr-Bismarck 
than at Fargo. 
If BO, then so be it. 


Why should I be jealous, since Bis- 
marck's prosperity will in no way be 
detrimental to Fargo? For one, I shall 
be heartily glad to see Bismarck jobbers 
reaching- a long way into Montana. As 
a Dakota a I shall rejoice thereat. It 
means more wealth, snore influence and 
more greatness for Dakota. 
My fears 


are that some jobbing city will spring up 
in eastern Montana, and thereby deprive 


Dakota of the honor and benefits of 
supplying Montana. Albeit this honor 
and the benefits thereof would more par- 
ticularly belong to the single city of 
Bismarck, and knowing that Fargo could 
not be in jured thereby, I could heartily 
rejoice at Bismarck's prosperity — not as 
a Bismarcker, but as a true North Da- 
kotan.

All the foregoing views expressed are 


so done with the firm belief that the 
location of the 'capital at Bismarck will 
not in itself make Bismarck the great 
city she may possibly become. If she 
ever has 100,000 population, 90,000 of it 
can easily be credited to her commerce 
and jobbing, and the remaining 10,000 
she probably would have without being 
either the capital or a jobbing city. ,
